the Reichwchr be sent into Silesia im- 
mediately. 
Tho cabinet after a full 


day of debate decided against that 
measure but agreed to offer the ser- 
vice of its troops to the entente. 


Two reasons were given for that 


decision. The first was that indepen- 
dent action might be taken by the al- 
Jies as a warlike act. The second was 
that removal of the troops from Ger- 
many might encourage tho radicals to 
some outburst. 


The disputed territory was thor-

The advantages of having an Ameri 


can representative sit In the allied 
councils appeal to folks here because 
there are so many questions arising 
on which the United States govern- 
ment desires to be informed and it is 
not always possible to conserve Amer- 
ican interests when American diplo- 
mats must seek verification of im- 
portant happenings through 
second 


hand sources of information. 


In view of the indecision here con- 


cerning American., foreign policy and 
particularly the extent of American 
participation in European affairs un- 
der the Versailles treaty, any Ameri- 
can representative sitting in the meet- 
ings of the supreme council would 
have limited powers. He would be un- 
able to take action without the explic- 
it instruction of the president and sec- 
retary of state. The government here 
may deside to use Ambassador Myron 
T. Herrick if the meetings arc held in 
France or Ambassador Harvey if they 
take place in London. It is unlikely 
that a special envoy would be appoint- 
ed for the purpose as the meetings of 
the supreme council are Infrequent. 


Broadly speaking, the desire of the 


allies to have America sit with them 
in determining questions of vital in- 
terest to all natons is reciprocatly felt 
here. In other words, the disposition 
is to look upon the allied invitation as 
a means of consolidating the principal 
and associated powers into a family 
council and minimize the chances of 
friction between the' United States 
and its associates in the war. 


There have been reports- that tho 


American 
governmet would delay 


sending a representative to the su- 
preme council until the principles in- 
volved in the Tap mandate contro- 
versy were fully accepted by the 
allies. Inquiry in responsible quar- 
ters brings the Information that the 
United States while deeply interested 
in the outcome of the Tap contro- 
versy feels it advisable to consider 
the broad interests of the world rath- 
er than her own special interests in a 
particular 
controversy.

words, it is felt that a favorable de- 
termination of the Tap controversy 
is actually in process and that the 
reparation problem is of such vast im- 
portance to the economic recovery 
of the world that America can not af- 
ford to insist that the Yap contro- 
versy be settled before she assumes 
her rightful place in the council of 
nations.

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Leonard Peabody Tells 


Of China Famine Scenes 


Hundreds of Persons in One 


Province Are Dying Because 


They Cannot Eat. 


First hand description of appalling 


scenes in famine devastated China is 
presented in a letter from I^eonard C. 
1'eabody, who is teaching in a mis- 
sionary college and academy hi Shan- 
si province, China, to his parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. II. E. Peabody, Tvawrence- 
&t. Mr. Peabody spent some time in- 
vestigating famine conditions and his 
letter is extremely interesting, not 
only for the information it conveys 
but also because of its intense humai) 
interest. The school is supported by 
Oberlin college of Ohio, from which 
Mr. Peabody has graduated. 


His letter follows: 
"One way in which I came in con- 


tact with the life of the Chinese p?fo- 
ple themselves during my vacation, 
was in doing some famine investiga- 
tion work both near Taiku here, and 
In a village outside of Peking in-Chihli 
Province. I'm sure that I never saw 
life so very near the "dead line" as I 
did in some of tho "holes'* which wo 
visited in our investigation. 
Family 


after family with no fuel, no bedding, 
scant clothing, little and sometimes 
nothing to eat. all in the middle of 
winter. It was the hardest possible 
thing to have to waJk from orvo house 
to another, obtaining data, and not 
being able to give them any help at 
once. I recall one -woman especially, 
\uth a little cotton garment—ragged 
at that—over her shoulders, living in 
;i cold, damp, dark, mud hut, with no 
fuM—a few very bitter seeds off a tree 
in the vicinity to cat—and in spite 
of it all cheerful, and trying to laugh 
nway our concern for her. 
"We ask 


thorn about tomorrow and thov say 
"If something 
comes, all right: 
if 


nothing comes—well, all right, too."

Phihh, though there were some indi-

Though the reports of the in- 


vestigation are not all in as yet, there 
nrc alarming figures under such heads 
ns ihiklron sold, child'ren given away, 
< hildrcn deserted, families broken up, 
suicides and deaths 
due to famine 


conditions. The committees on relief, 
however, aro handling the situation 
very well considering the funds they 
have to work with. Funds are coin- 
ing in most 
generously 
too 
from 


America, so that the situation is not 
hopeless by a good deal. 
Cooperation 


between the relief committee and the 
Magistrate of Taiku, is making the 
•work m this part of Shansi very ef- 
fective. Grain is being distributed at 
present, though the completion of th-2 
thorough investigation will make the 
distribution much more aJl-inclusive. 
Some of the students of our academy 
here have been rendering a fino ser- 
vice over vacation, by remaining here 
to help day after day in work among 
the surrounding villages. Here are 
some statistics on a group of 30 vil- 
lages which have already been inves- 
tigated: 


Starved to death, 21; death by cold, 


39: death due to both, 11: girls sold, 
]!); children deserted, 7; families turned 
beggars, S; husband and wife separat- 
ed, 23; without clothing, 191; without 
bedding. 275; without fu-sl, 211; houses 
wrecked, 34; suicides due to famine, 
S. 


The figures as to tlnsrmmbor now ac" 


tually dependent upon support—that 
is, those in tho most destitute condi- 
l,on—ln tho county of which Taiku is 
the capitol, amount to 11,SOS. 


"Another 
opportunity which 
the 


vacation 
offered, and which I had 


been hoping for ever since I arrived, 
was the chance to visit several of my 
students in their homes. 
The first 


•week I put in thus way, I had the 
time of my life, eating their Chinese 
< how with chop-sticks, sleeping on 
their brick k'angs, a combined stove, 
bed and table, talking as much as my 
limited vocabulary would allow with 
their families, and learning their con- 
ditions and customs of life. Perhaps 
in some previous incarnation T may 
have been a Chinese, for I take to 
them very enthusiastically. It is of 
course very different from anything 


occidental, 
and many of their cus- 


toms show a superstition and a nar- 
rowness which holds them down to a 
rather low level, and which must be 
eradicated from their life. Living in 
close 
contact 
with them 
though 


teaches one that they are thoroughly 
human, however, and a more courte- 
ous and hospitable people I have nev- 
er known. Shing Whai Jen's home 
was the pootrest I visited in respect of 
money, 
though 
the richest in tho 


numbers in the family, and certainly 
not lacking in their ro>al welcome to 
me. 


The opposite extreme in the scale 


of Chinese life, financially, was in my 
two days' stay at the home of Wu 
Chung Tao. Chung Tao is a young 
fellow just 19 jears old. but with 
everything1 that one could possibly

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HARDING AND LODGE IN COLLISION 


Either President Harding or Senator 


Lodge will find it necessary to reverse it- 
self on the question of a separate peace 
•with Germany. The president and the 
chairman of the foreign relations commit- 
tee are in direct conflict on this policy. 
It is nothing less, as one observer puts it. 
than a head-on collision. 


In the course of the debate on the pas- 


sage by the senate of the Knox resolu- 
tion repealing the declaration of ^ar. 
Mr. Lodge made the statement that ''if 
•we choose to make peace with Germany by 
a treaty, which will probably follow this 
resolution, surely we are not betraying" 
our associates in the war. who ''did not 
ask our leave when they made peace." 
but did so ''without our consent." Dis- 
missing this further affront to our asso- 
ciates in the war. which if we have not 
already betrayed we seem to have desert- 
ed, we find Mr. Lodge serving notice to 
the country that a separate treaty of peace 
with Germany is necessary, for the reason, 
as he stated, that after dissecting out the 
covenant of the League of Nations, and 
making as he estimates, some severity-two 
amendments, ''very Little of the treaty of 
Versailles would remain." hence, the sep- 
arate negotiations "wiuc-ii will probably 
follow this resolution.7' 


"When Mr. Lodge made these statements 


less than three weeks had elapsed since 
President Harding in his address to con- 
gress said: "It would be idle to declare 
for separate treaties of peace with the cen- 
tral powers on the assumption that these 
alone wonld be adequate, because the sit- 
uation is so involved that our peace en- 
gagements cannot ignore the Old world re- 
lationship and the settlements already ef- 
fected, nor *s it desirable to do so in pre- 
serving our own rights and contracting 
our future relationships." 


Mr. Lodge, determined to bury once and; 


for all the treaty of Versailles which in 
his opinion is so dead as to require fun- 
eral services, is in further conflict with 
1he president in his (Lodge's) contention 
that there is nothing worth saving in the 
treaty. 
Mr. Harding was quite explicit 


on this point in his address to congress. 
only eighteen days before, saying: "The 
wiser course would seem to be the accept- 
ance of the confirmation of our rights 
and interests as already provided and to 
engage under the existing treaty, assum- 
ing, of course, that this can be satisfac- 
torily accomplished by such explicit res- 
ervations and modifications as will secure 
our absolute freedom from inadvisable 
commitments and safeguard all our essen- 
tial interests.'1 


Such lack of accord between the presi- 


dent and the Republican leader of the 
senate wonld seem to be due to one of two 
reasons, either disagreement as to policy 
or lack of any definite policy cither in 
the senate or the White house.

Progress on the immigration restric- 


tion measure , in congress is slow. The 
senate committee on immigration has re- 
ported the house measure favorably after 
eliminating the provision making an ex- 
ception to the three per cent restriction 
rule for minors and religious refugees—- 
an unhappy but necessary change. The 
committee adopted an amendment which 
provides that the time when the measure 
becomes effective shall be left for later 
settlement.
